The News From Ohio Received as a Signal 
ef Encour 
cance of the Independent Vote—Where 
Democratic Gains Will Be Made. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Borrao, N. Y. October 18.—The slight symptoms 
of Democratic disappointment over the result in 
Ohio manifested Wednesday have entirely disgp- 
peared in this section, and the expeqdtation of a vic- 
tory next month is stronger than at any time during 
the campaign. The glorious reception of Cleveland 
in New York and Brooklyn, and the good news from 
West Virginia, have afforded a complete offset to 
the bombastic claims of Republican local leaders, 
based on the first figures sent by Blaine’s managers 
from the Buckeye State. Democratic leaders in West- 
era New York have all along the opin- 


tion that Ohio in October would give a Republican 


majority of 10,000 to 15,000. The conservative Buf- 
alo Courier has persistently reiterated this view 
that the — men of the party were well 

for e result to which, as 
er and later returns come in, appear to be more 
favorable than they had anticipated. However ac- 
ceptable a Democratic victory in Ohio might have 
been, the actual result is hailed with contentment 
by the Democracy of Western New York, and has 
not abated one jot the enthusiasm which has been 
daily Growing in favor of Cleveland. Inquiry 
among many Germans who have decided to support 
the Democratic candidate shows that Ohio has not 
shaken their faith. They do not attribute the vote 
in Cincinnati to a defection upon the part of their 
countrymen. The result in Ohio is likely to in- 
crease, rather than otherwise, the Irish vote, which 
will be pretty solid on November 4. Among the 
workingmen there is great rejoicing over the 
election of Foran to Congress. This incident wiil 
have a sensible effect on the Irish vote at the gen- 
eral election.

In fact, several Demo- 
crats ordered wagers paid, without waiting for offi- 
cia] chan But the later and more reliable infor- 
mation. showing the Republican majority to be less 
than 12,000,has quenched Republican exuberance and 
given Democrats cause for rejoicing.

THE HARRISON WIRE CO. 


The History of a Corporation that 
Lost a Greal Deal of Money. 


Mr. Edwin Harrison’s Losses and How They 
Came About—Unfortunate Speculations 
and Their Result—How it Pays to be Pub- 
lic-Spirited. 


Mr. Augustus B. Hart, who some days since 
brought suit in the Circuit Court against the Har- 
rison Wire Works, James M. Leete and Edwin Har- 
rison, on & premissory note for $25,000. on yesterday 
applied to the court to have a receiver appointed to 
take charge of the property of the Harrison Wire 
Company. Mr. Hart in his petition alleges that on 
June 1, 1880, the Harrison Wire Company issued 150 
bonds of $1,000 each, with interest cOupons, promis- 
ing to pay James M. Leete, John D. Filley and John 
D. Fish, trustees, the face of the bonds in 1890 and 
the interest when matured. The bonds were se- 
cured by mortgages on property, including real es- 
tate, said to be unencumbered, worth $260,000, and 
by an insurance policy on the mills of the com- 
pany for $150,000. Mr. Hart holds thirty-two of 


these bonds, on which the interest has been in de- 
fault since June last. Healleges that he believes 
the company to be insolvent and. prays that a re- 
ceiver be appointed to take charge of the property 
in the interest of the bondholders, and that the deed 
of trust s°curing the bonds be foreclosed. 

The Harrison Wire Company was incorporated in 
1872.with a paid up capital of $125,000, and works 
were erected on Twenty-sécond and Papin .streets. 
The capital in 1874 was increased to $250,000, Sev- 
en-eighths of the stock was heid by Edwin Harrison, 
Jas. M. Leete and Thos. W. Fitch. Fora time the 
company prospered, but since 1880 it has not been 
making money, two fires and a number of unfortun- 
ate contracts contributed to its embarrassment, and 
tor some time past it was sustained 
by the personal credit and advances of Messrs. 
Harrison, Leete and Fitch. To add to the troubles 
under which the company labored. differences arose 
between the officers. about which there was at the 
time a t deal ot which oe finally in 
the withdrawaiof Mr. Thos, W. Fitch from the 
presidency, to which Mr. Harrison succeeded.

Those who. know the condition of the 
Harrison properties best— Mr. Harrison himself is 
out of town to-day—believe that but little, if any- 
thing will be saved from the wreck. 
The condition of the Carbondale Coal 
and Coke Company, however, issaid to be much 
better than was at first anticipated. Its floatin 
debt is small, its resources great, and the best post 
men about town predict a speedy,termination about 
the receivership.

Corny Istanp, N. Y., October 18.—The Bennett- 
Mackey cable was landed 200 yards east of the 
Oriental Hotel at 12:15 this afternoon, and, at 1 
o'clock, the end was placed in the cable, the station 
being carned through the trench on the shoulders 
of twenty men. About 7 a. m. a tug left the Faraday 
with two miles of the cable aboard and buoyed one 
end two miles from shore. It then started towards 
land paying out the cable. When a quarter of a 
mile from the shore the balance of the cable was 
coiled from the tug ona raft.i1/Ropes anchored 
to the beach connected witha raft containing ten 
sailors, to which the raft, with cable and a small 
boat, were attached by hvewsers. A number of sail- 
ors ashore hauled in one rope while those on the 


first raft hauled the other. It was slowwork,owing to 
the heavy wind and waves.

THE WEEK ABROAD. 


A most remarkable case of cruelty to and starva- 
tion of chi'dren showing the indifference of the En- 
giish poorer classes of the suffering of others has 
been brought to light in a suburb of London by the 
inquest on the death of achild ten months old. A 
man and wife lived in a tenement house, occupying 
tworooms. The front room was comparatively 
clean, but the rear room was a mass of filth. In the 
rear room the four children of the couple were kept 
always, never being allowed to go aut, while both 
husband and wife were frequently away whole days. 
A relieving officer discovered the children by ac- 
cident so emaciated that they could scarcely move 
and had them removed to an infirmary, where the 
youngest died. The neighbors testified that they 
often heard the children ¢rying for bread and heard 
the woman thrashing them and that they knew 
they were not given enough food, but, with the ex- 
ception of throwing ascrap into the window now 
aud then as they would to a dog, no notice was taken 
ofthem. The manand woman made fair wages 
and lived well. The weight of the dead child was 
only five pounds. 


A writer for one of the English papers, from 
Germany, has analyzed the Reichstag and has ob- 
tained some curious results displaying the remark- 
able shrewdness of Bismarck in playing off one par- 
ty against another to gain his ends. There is prob- 
ably n> national assembly in the world with as 
many different parties, and fre quently Bismarck’s 
backers fall far below a majority. At present, for 
instance, he has only 81 out of 397 members, and 
these eighty-one are divided into two factions. The 
other 216 are divided into Catholics, Liberals, Poles, 

Danes and Alsace-Lorrainers. It is 
Bismarck's policy to always keep the factions at 
war and to so manage the quarrels that when he 
wants a majority he can get it from those favorable 
or unfavorable to himself, who want to crush the 
opposition, As an illustration of his frankness in 
his methods it is related that once when four-fifths 
of the members were united against a Government 
measure, he remarked to the Liberal leader: ‘I am 
going into the smoking room for a quarter-of an 
hour, that ts, until you all fall to quarreling again.”

to put in. A practical test of the matter has been 
made by Mr. Revanr, the victim of the Papin street 
accident, whose clothes were so plentifully 

ated with kerosene at the time the car was ov 
turned after its mad rush down hill. Since the ac- 
cident he has determined not to place his fare in 
the box, and he has been riding free ever since. 

“I am willing to pay my fare,” hesaid to a Post- 
DisPaTca reporter this morning, “but I will not put 
it into the box or allow one but the eonducter 
todoso. Every time! have ridden of late I have, 
when called upon by the driver to pay fare, tendered 
him the nickle from the place where I was sitting 
or standing." :

A YPost-Dispatcna reporter yesterday evening 
visited the City Haliin order to ascertain how the 
city fathers viewed the bob-tafl car nuisance.

The following talks will show how the gentlemen 
stand on the subject: 

COUNCILMAN STONE. 

Mr. William H. Stone was brief and to the point.

C. Pedder, the defaulting clerk of Arnold, Constable 
& Co., and, secondly, to financial mismanage- 
ment. Butit has been crowded out of by want of 
public favor toa really creditable and enterprising 
rival of the Century and Herper’s, There has been 
afaint struggle to preserve the Manhattan’s life. 
Arnnid, Constable & Co., to whom Pedder turned 
over his $70,000 of stock, offered to give tne control 
of their majority interest to any literary man who 
would pay $5,000 of old debts and stipulate for the 
publication of the magazine for six months—not 
asking for any tt oe A gag uutil the 
enterprise _ became profitable enough to 
warrant it. But it would cost nearly $10.000 a month 
to get the magazine out in proper shape, and no 
literary Capitalist has come forward to show his 
confidence in popular encouragement of good liter- 
ature, by putting down his money, and taking up 
the burden. Another result of these gigantic em- 
bezziements of Pedder and his *pal.""= Seymour has 
been a painful domestic affliction. Seymour's 
wife, a utiful and accomplished young lady, 
who was a cousin, was so shocked by the discovery 
of her husband's rascality on his flight, that she 
at once sunk into a pitiable state of chronic melan- 
choly.

Frank Leslie. But thatshrewd and charming woman 
declined the kind offer politely. So Tourgee has 
written another Republican tract, which be calls a 

novel, under the titie “‘An Appeal to Ceesar." 
There is nothing in the talk of a return of the 
wef paperstothe oid prices after the election. 
Both the Herald and the Times have undoubtedly 
suffered much by the reduction, but they were 
forced to it by the increasing prestige of the Wor.p 
and the alarming growth of Mr. Albert Pulitzer’s 
Morning Journal. It is quite ible that there are 
a great many people who might besitate about pay- 
ing four cents for one newspaper when they can get 
another for a penny, but most of these people are 
not so likely to hesitate about paying another cent 
and getting a bigger and better paper. there is 
no reason why a good two-cent paper should not 
have as large a circulation as a penny paper, while 
wielding a vasily higher influence 
and making at least twice as much money. There 
is only one rae paper in Engiand. I believe that 
is Seld for a half-penny, and that isa London even- 
per whose circulation is entirely local ‘and 
whose political influence is nil. One secret of the

A Bullet Bristling With Hair From the 
Skull it Has Pierced. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa, October 19.—That hair grows 
upon the human body after death has been a theory, 
held by many prominent physicians, but discredited 
by the profession ‘generally. Experts, who follow 
the melancholy pursuit of laying out and dressing 
the dead hold insome contempt this professional 
opinion and declare that cases of hair growth after 
death are frequent and often so palpable that even 
a novice would not fail to detect them, A very 
curious relic is in the possession of a Pottsville book- 
keeper, a veteron of the late war, was examined by 
several Philadelphia doctors recently, and it ap- 
pears to furnish conclusive proof that death does 
not always put an end to the growth of hair upon 
portions of the human body, even after the lapse of 
many years. 

Henry Matthews was a good soldier during 
the war, and was at the front in some 
of the hottest engagements of _ that great 
struggie. As a member of Company H, of the For- 
ty-eighth yivania Volunteers, be was in the 
fight at Harbor. On May 26, 1864, he was 
struck down by a bullet, which entered the back 
part of his head. The bali passed through a por- 
tion of the brain, and was taken out. above the fore- 
head. The operation was performed by Dr. W, R, 
D. Blackwood, the surgeon-gdneral of the division, 
who now lives in this city. During the progress of 
the operation a mass of the brain, weighing about 
an ounce and a half, and as large as an egg, escaped. 
The bullet, to which some of the brain matter and a 


portion of the scalp adbered, was _ pre- 
served, and, upon his departure from 
the hospital, was ven to the wounded 


covered. He had suffered mental inconvenience, 
and now occupies a responsible clerical position in 
the Reading Railroad office at Pottsville. When the 
bullet was presented to him twenty years ago, at 
the Ber fs door, the brain matter and the little 
patch of sealp had dried up, but a few short hairs 
could be seen sticking out fromthe latter. The 
bullet had been considerably flattened and some- 
what resembled in shape a miniature clam shell. As 
time elapsed Mr. Matthews, who greatly prized this 
relic, noticed an astonishing fact. The hairs, which 
at first were scarcely prominent enough to 
noticed, were growing. | 
untila thick biack bunch appeared at the back end 
of the bullet. At first his friends refused to credit 
the story, although he showed the precious relic in 
proof. Once or twice he cut off the ends of the 
growing hair. It continued to grow. About a year 
ago Mr. Matthews came to Phiiadelphia and sought 
out Mr. Blackwood, to whom he exhibited the bullet 
with its bunch of apparrenstly healthy hair. The 
surgeon in the presence of professional witnesses, 
cut off an inch of the hair, measured that which re- 
mained, boxed and sealed up the bullet, and placed 
it in trusty hands for safe keeping. Receuatly the 
package was opened. A careful measurment 
showed that the bair had grown over an inch since 
the ball been last seen, and Dr. 
Blackwood said yesterday : “The fact 
is beyond dispute. Apparently without nutrition, 
upon the dried up particles of scalp and brain, this 
hair had been and is now growing as surely, if not 
as luxuriantiy as it grew upon Matthews head when 
he was shot. I recollect the wound, the operation 
and the presentation of the relic to the injured man, 
after his remarkable recovery. It seemsto me to 
be settled beyond doubt that hair can and does grow 
upon dead bodies. The fact has steadily been de- 
nied by mecical journals. and medical men general- 
ly, but the men who have charge of the medical 
College ‘subjects,’ those mysterious fellows who 
have every opportunity to know, nearly all declare 
that they continually witness the proof of it’ 

That hair can be transplanted and will contract 
organic adhesion is a recognized fact, and the 
Ameriean Cyclopedia says: ‘Hair will grow after 
death, and live for centuries.” But nosuch remark- 
able instance as this hair growing on Mr. Matthew's 
bullet is on record.

A Suit of 850,000 and Alleged Fraud

New Yorx, October 18—Mr. James M. Seymour 
of Seymour, Baker & Co., brokers, at No.3 Ex- 
change Court, has brought suit against Pierre Lor- 
illard in the Superior Court .for $50,000 damages. 
He alleges, for a first cause of action, that Mr. Lor- 
illard, on August 6 last, having offered to sell to Mr. 
Seymour his steam yacht, the Radha, falsely and 
fraudulently repregented that the yacht did not 
leak and was sound. Mr. Seymour bought the yacht 
and paid $65,000 for it. He says it leaked and was 
not seaworthy or safe for nse, and that he has lost 
the use of the yacht and its represented value and 
has been put to great expense in repairing it, and 
has thus been damaged a sum of $50,000, Fora 
second cause of action Mr. Seymour alleges that Mr. 
Lorillard wenmeares or yacht not to 
leak and to be in sound condition. 

John Parsons, attorney for Mr. Lorillard, 
sought to have the plaintiff compelled to elect be- 
tween the two causes of action. The motion was 
resisted before Judge O'Gorman yesterday morn- 
ing by Gen. Roger A. Pryor, Mr. Seymour's counsel. 
The decision was reserved. Mr. Seymour said yes- 
terday that, at the time of buying the Radha, he 
believed her to be perfectly safe. Mr. Thomas 
Manning, a ship broker, had offered to sell her to 
him, and he had then opened negotiations with Mr, 
Lorillard. 

“We met inthe eeu room of the Union 
Club,” Mr. Seymour said, “and concluded the bar- 
gain. I told Mr. Lorillard 1 wanted a first- 


rate yacht for the use of my 
family, and that, unless his was 
in perfect condition, I should have one built.

JERSEY’S POOR WHITES. 


Inhabitants of the Ramapo Moun tains 


Where the Marriage is Unknown. 
Correspondence of the New York World. 


The Wor Lp recently published an account of 
a colony of free-lovers who lived near Port 
Jervis, and whose strauge ideas regarding the 
marriage rite had not only caused the wonder- 
ment of law-abiding citizens but had made out- 
casts of the strange people. The story told 
how the men andi women cohabited, without 
regard to existence of any marriage tie, and 
the writer stated that old men and their chil- 
dren and even grandchildren lived together as 
men and wives without any apparent thought 
of wrongdoing. A day or two later this story 
was denied by respectable residents of the 
locality, who stated that no such colony existed, 
and that the cases were isolated ones, While 
this state of affairs may not exist near Port 
Jervis, it does exist in Ramapo Mountains, 

J., and every old resident of Bergen or 
Passaic County is well aware of the fact. For 
some reason the name ‘Jackson Whites” has 
been given to these people. One of these colo- 
nies, comertane © hundred or more men, 
women and children, occupies a section of the 
mountains just back of Closter, and the settile- 
ment, which is scattered throughout the range, 
probably numbers a thousand or more souls. 

On several occasions the writer visited these 
strange people, and the WORLD article recalled 
to his recollection the fact. He again visited 
the place during the past week, and proved by 
ocular evidence that the Jackson Whites were 
there yet, and apparently as happy and con- 
ten as of yore. Ask any old farmer where 
they came from, and he'll shake his head and 


reply ; 
Dunno. They've bin there as long back as 
I kin remember. 

They resemble in color mulattos, and, while 
the men are hardy and strong, they are a lazy 
lot of idlers and rarely work. In the summer 
they beg, pick and sell berries, or work for the 
oe farmers | enough to obtain 
sufficient money to permit of a ‘good time in 
town.” They spend all their accumulated wealth 
in one night, and then do the tramp-act again 
until they want another good time, 

ABOUT THE WOMEN. 

The women are the toilers of the community. 
They are strong, and in harvest time their ser- 
vices are eager ye after by the farmers. 
They are hired to pick peas, potatoes and other 
cereals, and are considered A No. lin a hay 
field or in binding sheaves of wheat or shocks 
of corn. I have seen half a dozen of the bucks 
sitting on a fence surrounding a field while their 
women were working in the field for all they 
were worth. Assoon as the women were paid 
off they would join the bucks, and then all 
would to the nearest tavern, where the 
women would “‘whoop her -, age after time 
and pay for the drinks. women would 
drink every time, and while I have seen the 
men on many an occasion reeling drunk I never 
saw a female show the least sign of what they 
had imbibed 

The majority of those who visit the town are 
middle-aged or young. The girls are extreme- 
ly pretty. They have large, “? ive eyes, 
fot black hair, which, together with their inde- 
scribable color (of octoroon or q nm hue) 
and pinkish cheeks, would make them lovable 
under circumstances. The “other cir- 
cumstances” are that they are not cleanly either 
as to yan J or habiliments. Put good clothes on 
them insist upon their keeping their mouths 
shut and they would be eagerly sought by any 
dude or coachman in the land. Their language 
at once dispels all thoughts of admiration. It 
is a jargon that may be classed as a triangular 
cross between bad English, Thompson street 
dialect and Choctaw, with a smattering of Chi- 
nese thrown infor good measure, This is when 
they attempt to speak pure United States. 
They can, however, be readily understood by 
the farmers, when they speak the language of 
the average Jerseyman. This is what is known 
as ‘‘Jersey Dutch,” and is a language sui gen- 


eris.

Marriage: is an unknown agg’ Sow the ex- 
istence of the Jackson Whites. eir homes 
are rude huts made from branches, leaves and 
mud, and they appear to be contented and 
happy. The visitor is at first struck by the 
multitadinosity of youngsters. He might im- 
agine that he had been dropped down where 
some public school had just been dismissed. 
The little yellow-pine colored youngsters are all 
nearly as nude as when they were first ushered 
into a thankless world, and I have seen girls of 
sixteen or seventeen with nothing to cover their 
nakedness but an old shawl or a tattered dress 
on the lower portion of their bodies.

WasHinoton, October 18.—A notable figure in 
Washington just now is that of Professor Bell, of 
telephone fame. Indeed, he is always a prominent 
figure wherever he goes, but especially so just now, 
by reason of the legal complications in which he so 
prominently figures, known as the Drawbaugh suit, 
Mr. Drawbaugh claiming that he, and not Mr. Bell, 
is the origina! inventor of the telephonc. 
“The Professor is not at all alarmcd about Draw- 
baugh’s claim,” said Dy. Bell, a cousin of the Pro- 
fessor, who is closely allied with him in electrical 
work, talking to your correspondent of the case 
and its probable final result. “Of course we do not 
expect that the New York case, be the decision there 
what it may, wil) stop short of the Supreme Court,

It wasin the secluded little building known as 
Professor Bell's “laboratory,” which looks out of a 
thick clump of trees and shrubbery on Connecticut 
avenue, that Dr. Bell spoke these words. He was 
surrounded by queer-looking little machines in brass 
and steel and rubber, large batteries and small pnes, 
bells and pulievs and lathes and all the apps pees 
which make experiment and research possibie. On 
the table of the reception room ‘ay choice works on 
electrical questions, mostof them in the French 
language. A telephone on the wall, near at hand, 
connected the workers with the outside world. The 
Capitol, White House, Supreme Court, telegraph 
offices, the Post Office, the departments, a dozen 
neigMboring towns and the city of baltimore, forty 
miles away—ali were in speaking distance of this 
UIET LITTE MAN, 
with piercing black eyes, full black beard, resem- 
bling very much his cousin, the Professor, as he }, 
talked quietly of the great case. . 

“We are expecting the Professor home at once,” 
he said. “He is taking great interest in his school 
for teaching deaf mutes tospeak, and it is about 
time for it to open. A couple of littie fellows, 
brothers, arrived here from New York a day or two 
ago. Their father, a consumptive, who evidently 
recognizes the fact that his days with them are 
nuinbered, was with them. He can not bear, he 
says, the idea of permitting his boys to go to a school 
for deaf mutes in which they are only taught to 
speak by the sign lanzuage.” 

Prof. Beli is a carefui student of the deaf and of 
the art of speech. And well he may be. for it was 
in the study of the speaking facuities of man that 
he conceived the ideas which jed to the invention of 
the telephone. He was, as was his father before 
him, especialir devoted to the study of the vocal 
organs of man, and spent many years in this study. 
He became impressed with the thought that the 
system of teaching the deaf the sign lauguage was 
@ mistaken one, because it led them to only con- 
verse among themselves. while, if they could 
be taught to speak and read the lips they could be 
citizens of the world instead of prisoners within it, 
He urged the education, therefore, of deaf children, 
teaching them first to read the lips and to speak by 
the mechanicai process. Where this system has 
been adopted abroad, it has proven, the professor 
tells your corres, ondent, very successful. He is so 
much impressed with its vaiue to the deaf, that he 
has estabiished a school for teaching the deaf to 
speak and to read the lips. He has especial reason 
to think kindly of the deaf and of a system which 
unlocks the door of spevch to fem, for bis wife, a 
beautiful and accompiisied woman; is dependent 
entirely upon lip reading and mecbanical speech, 
having ost her hearing in her early childhood. 
Prof. Bell has made Washington bis home for sev- 
eralyears. His residence, presented him by his 
wife s father. Prof. Hubbard, is one of the most ele- 
gant and costly in Washington. The houseis known 
as “Broadhead’'s Folly.” It was built at a cost of 
over $100,000, and ruined financially the original 
owner, who was glad to get what he could for it, 
when he saw how far it exceeded his ability. To 
‘ duplicate it to-day would probably cost from $150,000 
to $200.000. It is on Scott Circle, just across 
the street from Sepvator Cameron's, 


Here is a portrait of Prof. Pell. He is tall, broad 
shouldered, with full black beard, dark complexion, 
very pleasant and approachable, thoroughly well 
posted, a good conversationalist, a close student and 
a hard worker. His age is about 45, his wealth 
almost unlimited. He is assisted in bis philanthropic 
work in behalf of the deaf by Mrs. Bell, who natur- 
ally feels great interest in the work. She and the 
Professor spend much time in the house which she 
has taken just opposite his for bis training school 
forthe deaf. After they are taught to read the 
oe and to speak mechanical'y they are sent to the

The factis, though, that the military are 
neither well kept nor well dressed, and that they 
are nearly all work-a-day people, tte most of them 
spending ten or twelve hours a day in the shop, the 
store, or the office. Their time is not their own, and 
they have great difficulty in getting permission 
from their enipioyers to appear when they are 
calied on to appear.
